Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9, 14-22, 26, 32-37, 41-45, 51-57, 61-84, 86-96, 98 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 14, 26, 44, 75, 87, the present application teaches a 
method/system which provides for a unified, centralized, preprocessing electronic 
messaging solution that performs value-added tasks to electronic messages on behalf 
of the ISP or the end user, before these messages are delivered to the destination e- 
mail server. The service can detect and detain damaging or unwanted messages, 
such as spam, viruses or other junk e-mail messages, and route electronic messages 
from various sources covering a variety of topics to wired and wireless destinations, 
apart from the intended recipient e-mail address, in various formats. In some 
embodiments, the electronic messaging solution provides a stored user profile, 
associated with a user to whom an e-mail message is addressed, that has detection 
parameters for processing e-mail message data. In such embodiments, a processor is 
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also provided for processing the e-mail message data to identify suspect e-mail 
messages according to the detection parameters in the user profile. A web page 
accessible by the user to set the detection parameters is also disclosed as specifically 
as mentioned on claims 1, 14, 26, 44, 75, 87. 

The closest prior art such as prior art such as application 1 1370653/US Publication 
2006/0155808 teaches a method of managing the delivery, including in certain cases 
the blocking, of electronic messages based at least in part on an electronic messaged 
IP routing information. Also the publication teaches methods of managing electronic 
messages with an intermediate service and the quarantining and user management of 
quarantined electronic messages and user profiles for the electronic messaging 
delivery parameters. The publication 2006/0155808 fails to teach method/system which 
provides for a unified, centralized, preprocessing electronic messaging solution that 
performs value-added tasks to electronic messages on behalf of the ISP or the end 
user, before these messages are delivered to the destination e-mail server. The 
service can detect and detain damaging or unwanted messages, such as spam, 
viruses or other junk e-mail messages, and route electronic messages from various 
sources covering a variety of topics to wired and wireless destinations, apart from the 
intended recipient e-mail address, in various formats as specifically as mentioned on 
claims 1, 14,26,44,75,87.
